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What IS Good for Racing? 


N THE COURSE of the California Horse Racing 

Board’s public hearing of the celebrated case of 
Andrew J. Crevolin the following interchange took 
place : 


CHAIRMAN MURPHY... Mr. Crevolin, of course you 
must realize by this time that the remarks you have made have 


had serious impact on the opinion of many people in racing as 


to the honesty of racing. Whether the words that you chose 
were unfortunate words or wise words, I assume that you hope 
to continue in racing. 


MR. CREVOLIN. Yes. 


CHAIRMAN MURPHY. And whatever action the Board 
takes. are you in a position or would you be willing to state to 
the Board that there will not be a reoccurrence of this condi- 
tion again? 


MR. CREVOLIN, Absolutely. Mr. Murphy. 


After this promise not to say anything more 
that might be bad for racing the offender got the 
news that his suspension would be continued through 
October 30, and members of the board made it clear 
that justice had been tempered with mercy. 

No argument with the board’s decision will be 
raised here. It was a difficult decision to make, and 
must have been considered long and carefully. 
Certainly it was considered in the light of the ques- 
tion: What is good for racing? 

The philosophy of what is good for racing never 
has been stated with satisfactory clarity. In this 
connection the Crevolin case poses a neat problem 
for the thinkers who like to see things clearly and 
with a minimum of internal contradictions: Why was 
aman punished for saying he had done something, 
and not punished for having done it? (The board 
found no evidence in support of the proposition that 
Crevolin had done anything wrong.) 

We raise the question, not to answer it, and not 
to suggest that the good men of the racing board in 
California are called upon to answer it, but rather 
because it raises other questions. 

This is an age in which communication is per- 
haps the most important factor in our lives—leaving 
aside such details as soap and water, food and shelter, 
gin and tonic, etc. Because of communication we are 
= group, and because we are one group communica- 
tion is more and more important. Hence it is that a 
man may be punished for an imperfect effort at 


communication, reporting on his own conduct, and 
not censored for his conduct. 


This preoccupation with words is understand- 
able, since words are highly important. But we have 
not yet reached the stage where the proper word is 
more important than the proper deed. Or have we? 

There is a considerable body of evidence to 
suggest that in many cases authority and manage- 
ment are much more concerned with what is said 
than with what is done. They want nothing said 
which is not good for racing. 


There is hardly a man in racing who has not 
heard an owner or trainer set forth a list of griev- 
ances against a race track and add: “But don’t ever 
say I said it. I’d never get stalls again.” 


There are some race tracks so convinced that 
the press should say nothing which is not good for 
racing that they make regular payments to the men 
in the press box, thereby corrupting themselves and 
che reporters, cutting off the opportunity for honest 
and temperate criticism, and loading the tinder box 
with fuel for scandal. The policy-makers for such 
race tracks do not consider that what they are doing 
is bad for racing, but there is little question that they 
would consider it bad for racing if someone said they 
were doing it. 

A racing commission may lay an individual 
across its lap, spank him thoroughly, and admonish 
him that if he expects to stay in racing he is at 
liberty to do so as long as he remains within accept- 
able bounds of conduct and keeps his mouth shut. A 
race track may suppress criticism through its control 
of stall space and of the press. All this may be justi- 
fied on the basis that many criticisms are unfair, and 
more especially on the ground that they are not good 
for racing. 

There are larger considerations here. It is as 
dangerous in the long run to suppress free speech, 
even when it is erroneous, or to lock up the avenues 
of communication between horsemen and manage- 
ment, as it is to permit or indulge in questionable 
practices. The truth is not going to hurt racing (as 
long as racing itself is “good”); the lie can he 
refuted only if it has been heard. 

The appearance of integrity, however important 
it may be, is not with safety given precedence over 
integrity itself.

High Voltage. a gray daughter of

Dynamo. accomplished her Selima victory 
in smashing style. Her Selima was the 
richest and the fastest since the race was 
lengthened to 1;'; miles in 1941. With a 
starting field of 8. the years wealthiest 
juvenile filly fixture grossed $66.910 and 
netted $50.810 to the winner. 

Abetted by Myrtle’s Jet’s blistering pace. 
the Wheatley Stable miss ran the distance 
in a corking 1:45. knocking +5-seeond 
off Bed stakes record. The 
winners °4-length margin of victory was 
misleading: it might have been substantial- 
ly increased had she not tried to lug in. 
an action which caused Eddie Arcaro to 
stash his whip and concentrate on keep- 
ing her straight in the drive, 

While High Voltage got all of the glory 
and most of the gold. Myrtle’s Jet’s per- 
formance was deserving of attention. 
Breaking in front from the inside post 
position. the Maine Chance miss dashed 
to a long .early lead. although under 
restraint from young Walter Blum, Well 
clear of her nearest pursuer. she teeled off 
the quarter in :2235. the half in :454¢,

Approaching the far turn Myrtle’s Jet 
was running willingly enough to suggest 
that she might take it all. but High Voltage.

Myrtle’s Jet refused to concede when 
High Voltage lapped her. but hung on 
determinedly. Arcaro went to his whip.

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Major McCreery 
Dies at 72 


Major Thomas H. McCreery. 72-yvear- 
old retired trainer. died on the morning 
of October 26 at his home at Great Neck. 
Long Island, He had been an invalid for 


the last 2 years. since he suffered a 
stroke while serving as steward at 


Fairmount Park, 

Son of the noted trainer James Hope 
MeCreery. who handled the horses of D. 
D. Withers. Gen. Stephen Sanford. Pierre 
Lorillard. and others in the last century. 
Tom MeCreery was born at Brookdale 
Farm in New Jersey and began his own 


training career in 1903. with flat and 
steeplechase horses for George F, John- 


Clark.

son and F, Ambrose Later he 
trained for George F. his 
son Fred. the stable including Aeronaut 
and a leading 2-vear-old filly ef 1907. 
Fred Johnsen’s Lady Winifred. He also 
trained his own horses. sometimes riding 
them in steeplechases. 

A combat officer during the first World 
War. Major McCreery took over the horses 
of Charles Fleischmann in 1919. and after 
Fleischmann’s death was trainer for J. 
Fred Byers and Kenneth Schley and the 
Howe Stable of Richard F, Howe. Later 
he handled Robert Morris for J. Fred 
Byers and Thorson for the latter’s son 
Buckley M. Byers. He also found time to 
coach the Army’s championship polo team 
in the 1920s. 

Major McCreery was first elected presi- 
dent of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association in 1942. It was dur- 
ing his presidency that the young organiza- 
tion began to gather the strength which was 
to make it an important influence in 
American racing. 

In 1951 Major McCreery was called out 
of retirement and asked to serve as a 
steward at Fairmount Park. He was serv- 
ing there when he suffered the stroke 
which disabled him. He was held in the 
highest esteem by all who were associated 
with him.

The first suggestion that the 1954 
Thoroughbred market pressed the 
demand a little too hard appeared in 
the opening sessions of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s yearling auctions at 
Keeneland this week. 

In the 2 sessions which had been com- 
pleted when this issue went to press a 
total of 162 yearlings had sold for $292.- 
200. The crowd was small for the first 
session. Tuesday afternoon. and about 
normal for the night sale.

In the first 5 
sessions last year the lowest average was 
$2.328. but the last 3) sessions ranged 
from $1.803 down to $1.456.

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Isnt there a need for restudy by scientists, and possibly 
by attorneys, of our present rules against the administration of 
drugs and of the procedures used in the enforcement of these 
rules? 


CASSIDY. This question is a little broad and it’s a little 
bit difficult to know just what is aimed at, but I'm going to 
presume it’s something we’ve done in New York and I think 
possibly a couple of other states, and that is to try to relieve 
the officials from the necessity of taking action against a trainer 
or an owner unless in the minds of the officials. or the records, 
there is evidence to conclude that that man was guilty, either 
of administration or of negligence. If there is failure to estab- 
lish guilt. or gain, or negligence, the stewards in New York are 
empowered to treat the case in any manner that they see fit, 
conforming with the best interests of racing. Therefore it isn’t 
necessary to immediately suspend somebody because evidence 
of stimulation is found. 

We have found over the years since 1934, when this started, 
that there are many things that we could have become panicky 
about, something that had been found and possibly identified 
as a stimulant, that wasn’t a stimulant, And to take action and 
smear a trainer's name or an owner's name and stable reputa- 
tion of a malpractice that may never exist is not just. We think 
the rule in New York is superior to any other, because it per- 
mits discretion and justice. 

I think that’s one of the faults of our rules. They had a 
convention of racing commissioners many years ago, before you 
were commissioner, Mr. Knebelkamp, and they were very posi- 
tive in their desire to make the penalty so great so that it would 
stop stimulation, They thought the only way to do it was to 
make a mandatory sentence that permitted no option, and that 
if the trainer knew that was going to be the case. he wouldn't 
allow the horse to be stimulated. There isn’t a trainer or an 
owner that | know of who doesn’t realize that it’s impossible for 
any one man to be responsible for a stable of horses. If he runs

2 horses in one day. he can’t do it. He can’t stay with both 
horses and be with them all the time. He must delegate author. 
ity and he may use the best caution in the world and only give 
it to those people who are reliable, It’s impossible for him to 
have full knowledge of what’s going on. 

I'm not advocating a change ef the rule any place, but I 
am saying something that I’ve found to be very valuable to us— 
our opportunity of treating each case according to the facts. 
1 don’t know whether this question means that or just what it 
means. 


KNEBELKAMP. I don’t have the slightest idea. I think 
the scientists are studying it all the time. They have a national 
association of racing chemists, and they're studying it all the 
time. but this particular question I don’t know what the mean- 
ing is. I think you gave a pretty good answer to it. 


CASSIDY. I don’t know whether that’s the answer or not, 
but I think that there’s need for consideration on it. 


KNEBELKAMP, How long have you had the rule in New 
York, just a year or 2 years? 


CASSIDY. Two years. 
KNEBELKAMP. And you say it’s working satisfactory? 
CASSIDY. I think it’s wonderful. 


ESTES. Your concern in passing this rule, 1 suppose, was 
the fact that you wished to be clear in handing down your de- 
cisions. You didn’t want to lose a case in court. 


CASSIDY. Not at all. I never even thought of that. Mr, 
Estes. although it’s worth considering. but we never thought of 
it at the time. 


ESTES. It was my impression that some of these cases

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probably could be cracked if the trainer wished to get belliger- 
ent enough about it. 


CASSIDY. I think so, but we never thought of that. What 
we were concerned with was the unfairness of having to punish 
somebody simply because the rule said so, when we were satis- 
fied absolutely in our minds that he was entirely innocent— 
not only guiltless of the administration, but also of carelessness. 
The man had employed a particular man to stay with the horse. 
He couldn’t eat without having relief: he stayed with the horse 
all night. and still something happened. We just didn’t like the 
idea of punishing people who in our opinion appeared inno- 
cent. and all the investigations disclosed no malpractice, 


ESTES. That’s the situation in other states with these 
mandatory rules. A positive saliva test entails a punishment 
and will frequently get an innocent man. He might be able to 
establish his innocence, and therefore he might be able to upset 
the whole system of control. 


CASSIDY. I never thought of it from that standpoint, I 
was thinking of it in my own mind and how I felt about it. 


THOMPSON. I would like to say that I think your ap- 
proach to the problem has been the most intelligent and the 
most realistic that I have ever heard. I have been concerned 
about the problem for a great number of years. As a matter of 
fact. I attended quite a number of stimulation hearings, In 
Illinois I was a representative for a number of years for the 
trainers and owners. and attended all stimulation hearings be- 
fore the racing commission. The way the rules are written in 
many places it leaves no alternative for either the stewards or 
the racing commission to do anything but just as the rule says. 
They're honor bound to enforce it and it doesn’t leave them any 
loophole. And then they come back with the old story that 
there’s nothing they can do about it—that’s the rule, and that’s 
the way it is. The rule is bad. but what are you going to do 
about it? This is the most intelligent approach to it that I’ve 
seen, because certainly it doesn’t let down any barriers, The 
fair-minded men who are officials in racing should be able to 
judge an individual case on its merit, as to whether or not 
there was any intent to defraud or any evidence of carelessness 
in the trainer’s operation. 


CASSIDY. We’ve punished quite a number of people for 
carelessness and we punished them when they were careless, I 
should say. 


THOMPSON. I think that they should be punished. After 
all, they have to accept due responsibility if they’re going to

accept a license and operate, But I’ve sat in on cases where 
there was absolutely no question about the fact and the officials 
themselves acknowledged that they don’t make the party guilty, 
but there is nothing they can do about it. It’s mandatory that 
they pass certain sentences. 


REINEMAN. I'm just thinking about that from a stand- 
point of good public relations and the protection of owners 
and other people associated with horses. where an incident 
occurred that a horse looks as though he’s had something, after 
the test comes back. Is there any way for the good of the indus- 
try that that sort of thing could be kept more or less private 
until the man is proved guilty or otherwise, rather than letting 
it be spread all over the newspapers? As an example. I’ve had 
quite a few people call me yesterday and today. just as a mat- 
ter of talking, and gossip about the boy down at Keeneland. 
It was all over the paper yesterday. Every paper carried the 
story. I don’t know anything about what occurred, but is that 
good for our industry that sort of thing should make headlines 
in the newspapers before any decision has been handed down 
by the commissioners? 


CASSIDY. I think that’s somewhat the newspapers’ fault. 
I don’t mean here. I don’t know what the procedure is here. but 
I can tell you where I’ve been, We don’t announce anything. 
We don’t announce. nor do we give any information to the press 
at all on the report of the positive s2liva or urine test. We conduct 
an investigation in which everybody who is interviewed or 
questioned is told not to talk about it. That’s for our help, be- 
cause if they talk about it to the people who may be guilty, we 
can never detect confliction in the statements of one man or 
the other. because they get together and say the same thing. 
So we try to keep it entirely secret until such time as we have 
arrived at a conclusion, When we arrive at a conclusion, which 
is a decision as to action, we release it. , 

In New York some years ago on one of the first cases we 
had. Herbert Swope was the chairman of the commission then 
and I worked for the commission at that time. One of the 
newspaper men came to me and said, “I hear you have a stim- 
ulation case.” 

I said. “Do you?” 

He said, “Well. don’t you?” 

“Well.” I said. “why don’t you ask the chairman of the 
commission? I’m just a steward.” And I said, “If there were 
any information to be given. it wouldn’t be my privilege at all 
to tell about it.” 

He said, “You’re a servant of the people. You work for the

A Battle of the Heliopolides 
Could Settle a Championship 


New York 

There are sirange buzzings coming from 
New Jersey these days—not from mosqui- 
toes, but something about a colt named 
Helioscope. On 3 of the last 4 Saturdays 
this chesty bay son of *Heliopolis has 
taken on anything which cared to run 
against him and has turned them all back. 
The word is that he could turn back High 
Gun, or any other Thoroughbred in the 
metropolitan area, in the same manner. 

If Helioscope can beat High Gun the 
Jerseyite will have only one other colt 
to challenge for the leadership of the 3- 
year-old division: Determine, the Kentucky 
Derby winner presently having difficulties 
in training. And there are only 2 more 
races left on the New York calendar in 
which the 2 colts can meet. After that 
there will be only the Pimlico Special be- 
fore the voters cast their ballots. 

Should High Gun run in Laurel’s In- 
ternational, Helioscope will have the 
Roamer Handicap on November 6 mostly 
to himself, with only handicapper Jimmy 
Kilroe to battle for the major portion of 
the $50.000-added purse. The following 
Saturday the $75.000 Gallant Fox Handi- 
cap will be run at a mile and 5 furlongs, 
and High Gun could be ready to make it a 
battle of the Heliopolides. 

The only view New Yorkers have had 
of Helioscope was in the one-mile Jerome 
Handicap at Belmont Park. and that was 
not the William Helis colt’s best this year. 
He finished fourth. The only other time 
Helioscope finished farther back was when 
he was eighth in the Delaware Valley 
Breeders Stakes, his stakes debut. These 2 
races are the only times that Helioscope 
has finished out of the money in 13 starts. 
Local precincts will go for a record like 
that. 

After winning his only start at Atlantic 
City last year Helioscope was taken out 
of training and did not reappear until 
this spring when he won at Bowie. The 
day Determine was winning the Kentucky 
Derby, the colt which Helis purchased 
for $17,000 at the Keeneland yearling 
sales was winning his third straight in as 
many tries. It might be injected that 
High Gun hadn't won a race this year at 
that time. 

The fans at Garden State Saturday 
were cheated of seeing another *Heliopolis 
colt, Mrs. Russell A. Firestone’s Summer 
Tan, through a seemingly odd rule. The 
Futurity second had been entered in the 
$10.000 Clementon Purse at 1;'; miles but 
in the draw became one of 2 also-eligibles 


for the Garden State prep. Since the en- 
tries closed in mid-morning and_ scratch 
time for the Saturday card is only 6 hours 
later. at 4 p.m.. there was no wonder that 
Summer Tan did not get in the field. 


SAID MR. FITZ. The Fitzsimmons 
barn at Aqueduct was a busy whirl last 
week with Nashua’s retirement and High 
Voltage’s preparations tor the Selima 
Stakes at Laurel. When the week was 
finished the 80-year-old trainer had _ this 
to say about Nashua: 

“It must have been something he 
couldn't digest. He was playing around 
with the colic but never made it. Took 
him nearly a week, but he is fine now. 
We'll turn him out at Belair for a month 
or so while the weather is good, and then 
ship him to Florida.” 

About the Selima winner. High Voltage: 
“Oh—can’t seem to hurt her.” 


KING COMMANDER. While there 
were not many stakes around last week 
as Belmont wound up its big session he- 
fore Jamaica opened. the United Hunts 
got in its 2-day meeting. and a fine 2 days 
at that. The main opinion seems to be that 
because the name is United Hunts the 
game is changed. Well, there are only 2 
jumping races a day and the remainder 
are on the flat. with no Widener chute 
scampers. 

Three of the jumping races were hur- 
dles but the fourth was over the large 
hedges. and the winner begs a nod of 
recognition, Mrs. Michael Walsh’s King 
Commander won the Temple Gwathmey 
Steeplechase in as fine style as any Thor- 
oughbred can win. He certainly has come 
along since being claimed for $5,000 2 
years ago. King Commander was not able 
to handle flat horses for his breeder, Joe 
W. Brown, or for H. M. Boshamer. who 
ran him a few times. but the secret touch 
that the Walshes have given him has made 
him the leading hurdler of 1953 and the 
leading steeplechaser of 1954. It could 
be that neither of the first 2 owners al- 
lowed their daughters to ride the gelding 
and school him on the jumps. Walsh did. 
and it certainly has paid off.

Eight days before the Breeders’ Futurity Keene- 
land Race Course offered a 6-furlong preparatory 
race. There were 5 entries, 3 of which. Pyrenees, 
Brother Tex, and Red O’Donnell, were leading 
candidates for the Futurity. The other 2. Styrunner 
and Panmure, neither eligible for the Futurity, 
outran Brother Tex through the stretch and finished 
1-2. Pyrenees never got started, finished fourth, 7 
lengths behind Styrunner and 2. behind Brother 
Tex. 

With this fresh in mind the Keeneland 
bettors did not hesitate in making Georgian and 
strong first and second choices the 
Futurity.

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Stallion Fertility: The Jockey Club’s Data 


The registry. department of The Jockey 
Club last year undertook to provide data 
on “fertility of stallions,” furnishing statis- 
tics never before available in North Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred breeding. In its first 
compilation it showed only the number of 
mares bred and the resultant number and 
percentage of registered foals for each 
stallion. The horse’s fertility ratio was not 
accurately measured, since there was no 
report of number of mares which had died, 
slipped, or produced foals that died before 
time for registration. 

In giving such a list The Jockey Club 
was doing the best it could at the time, 
and it announced that future compilations 
of the sort would have more complete 
data. 

In the October issue of the Racing 
Calendar, The Jockey Club sets forth its 
data on sires which covered 10 or more 
mares in 1951, with the following com- 
ment: 

“The number of foals reported refers 
to foals for which applications for registra- 
tion were filed, It does not necessarily 
mean that all such applications were com- 
pleted or Registration Certificates issued. 

“The figures in the column headed ‘No 
Report’ refer to mares for which no report 
was received for 1952. The figures have a 


direct bearing on the fertility percentages 
which can be made more accurate only if 
the breeders co-operate by supplying 
reports of mares having no living foals.” 

The tabulation in the Racing Calendar 
gives the fertility percentage in relation to 
the number of mares for which reports 
were received. Aera, for instance, covered 
11 mares in 1951, of which 6 had foals 
and the other 5 were unreported; his 
fertility is given as 100 per cent. 

In the tabulation reproduced herewith 
the figures are the same as those given in 
the Racing Calendar, except that the last 
column shows the percentage of mares 
reported in foal, without eliminating the 
mares for which no report was received. 
The majority of the no-report group may 
be assumed to have been barren, though 
a few must have slipped or produced dead 
foals, and others must have died. The 
Racing Calendar has no separate column 
for those which died. 

Publication of the data may indicate to 
breeders the importance of reporting on all 
mares regardless of whether a foal-registra- 
tion application is made. Of the total 
number of mares represented in the tabula- 
tion, 29.1 per cent are in the no-report 
category. 

Addition of the Racing Calendar data 


gives the following totals: 10,756 mares 
bred; 5,673 registration applications; 493 
foals dead and slipped; 1,460 barren; 3. 
130 no report, 

From these totals the following percent. 
ages may be calculated: 52.7 per cent live 
foals for which registration was requested; 
57.3 per cent reported pregnancies; 13.6 
per cent reported barren; 29.1 per cent 
unreported. Of the 6,166 reported preg. 
nancies, 8.0 per cent resulted in slips or 
dead foals; this percentage, however, is 
not as high as it would be if full reports 
had been made on all mares. 

The distribution of stallions according 
to their apparent (though slightly in. 
accurate) fertility ratios, as indicated in 
the tabulation. approximates rather close- 
ly the normal bell-shaped curve familiar 
to statisticians. The midpoint is 57 per 
cent; that is, about half the stallions are 
below. and half above, this point. Eight 
per cent of the horses have fertility ratios 
of 80 per cent or more, and 8.4 per cent 
are below 30 per cent. The distribution:

State. Tle press is entitled to that information.” 

1 said. “They may be. I don’t know that. but go see Mr. 
Swope if you want to know.” 

Well. he was accredited as a newspaper man—I probably 
shouldn't call him a newspaper man. because I don’t like him 
and I like most newspaper men—but he got rather bitter about 
it and even 10 years later he’s still bitter. The case broke. He 
broke it some place. He got some of the information and pub- 
lished it in the paper. He was very careful to avoid any liabil- 
ity. He didn’t say that it was stimulation, he just said that it 
was reported. And he didn’t say that the men hopped the horse 
or anything. 

Mr. Swope, who was an ex-newspaper man, was of the 
opinion that the press should have that information, that it was 
fact and they should have it as soon as the facts were ascer- 
tained that the saliva or urine came back positive. For a time 
he gave out that information immediately. but then after con- 
siderable persuasion and talk he agreed not to do anything until 
after the investigation was held. We don’t do it now. No one 
hears anything about it until the conclusion has been reached. 
They can ask and we'll tell them to “guess if you please, but 
we have no statement to make.” 


McNERNEY. When we do get a story, we’re working not 
for the track, and not for anyone else but the public, to give 
the public the information about the sport. A couple of years 
ago here at Keeneland there was a case of a charge made of 
doping. I went back to this trainer’s barn and he explained 
everything to me. When I go back to a trainer’s barn and he 
invites me in, he’s inviting me into his home because that’s his 
home at the race track. 

I told this gentleman, “I don’t want to print that story.” 
He said, “You might as well, because I was cussing it out all 
over the track and other people heard me, and if you don’t 
break it, why. somebody else will.” That was a case we'll 
assume was a couple of years ago, And, as I say, we do have 
the responsibility to the public, and a case of doping, partic- 
ularly this case coming up here at Keeneland, I used just about 
one little paragraph of the charge. It wasn’t sensational. It 
wasn’t displayed all over the headlines or anything else. But 
we do have a responsibility to the public more than to any 
track or to any individual at a track. 


REINEMAN. My main point, Jerry, is how about the man 
who has his money invested in the horses? I don’t even know 
who the owner was in this particular case. It would be the 
quickest way of running me out of business. 


McNERNEY. In this case I don’t think I would have used 
any headlines or anything else except, as I say, this trainer told 
me to go ahead. There are some gentlemen here who were 
present when his case broke and they know that I did not go 
around and try to snoop and get information. The trainer vol- 
unteered the information that his horse was doped at Keene- 
land and I had to use it. 


CASSIDY. Don’t you think, Mr. McNerney, that you and 
the greater majority, if not all members of the press, would be 
just as well satisfied if you heard a rumor and were told there 
was nothing to report and therefore there was no statment to 
make, you’d be just as well satisfied not to make a report until 
vou had the true facts? 


McNERNEY. Well, it’s just that when you're a reporter 
you're trying to improve the conditions of race tracks and what 
we're trying to do in newspapers is get the information to the 
public as quick as we can. In other words if we wait until the 
story comes to us, it’s no story. You’re not a newspaper man 
if you act that way. You have to go out and get the information 
and get it to the public, 


CASSIDY. It makes you a good newspaper man to beat 
the other papers, sure. 


McNERNEY. When the story comes to you. anybody can 
go back to the office and get it, but you're out there trying to 
get the story. 


CASSIDY. What we think of is protecting the people from 
contamination before it happens. That’s what we're concerned 
about. 


GOODE. To answer Mr, Reineman. our rules here are 
similar to yours and if we do have such a case we never mention 
it to any one, but we can’t say to the party involved, “Don’t you 
open your mouth.” If he goes out and talks, there’s nothing 
we can do, 


CASSIDY. It leaks. but the only chance you have is for 
them to realize—the people that you interview and talk to— 
that it’s to their advantage to keep their mouth shut. If they 
open it and the story leaks, why it’s bound to break in the 
paper. If the track gives it out, or the authorities give it out 
before it’s concluded it’s their fault. 


THOMPSON. I think so. I think it should be held. I don’t 
say that it should be suppressed after the true facts of the case 
are brought out. I see nothing wrong with printing it then and 
making a full release and letting the public know about it. I 
don’t think we should suppress news about racing. We should 
be able to stand it. but I don’t think it should be premature 
before an investigation because I ihink it closes all avenues of 
the investigation when it becomes public property. 


CASSIDY. I’m sure if I were a newspaper man, I would 
try to get it before anybody else. I think the only fault would 
be in the governing authorities or the body supervising racing 
making a premature statement. I don’t know of any place they 
do it. They probably do, but I don’t know of any, 


THOMPSON. In Illinois, for instance, if a test comes back 
positive, why, immediately the first thing—and you correct me 
if I’m wrong. Mr. Goode—but the first thing the stewards must 
do is issue a ruling suspending the owner and the trainer imme- 
diately. If he has horses in that afternoon, they scratch them. 
The trainer is immediately suspended and his case referred to 
the racing commission, Is that right, Mr. Goode? 


GOODE. Correct. I remember one we had last spring. He 
went down and had a hearing before the commission and they 
cleared him, 


CASSIDY. I think that’s very bad—of course I’m criti- 


cizing some other State. 


REINEMAN. The most important thing is, present com- 
pany excepted, the newspaper boys like to write the scandal 
about our industry, but, damn, they’re meager in their words 
about the good things. That’s the thing that I object to. 


ESTES. In the matter of a newspaper man’s attitude 
toward that, it’s been indicated that a newspaper man has to 
write what he can find out, I don’t know any newspaper man 
who writes everything he knows. 


CASSIDY. No. It would be terrible if he did. 


McNERNEY. On that line; when you go around the barns 
you pick up a lot of scuttlebutt that you wouldn’t print. You'd 
know it was just another man knocking another man or some- 
thing like that. You have as. many jealousies in this as you do 
in the newspaper game, and there’s a lot of stuff that you pick 
up that you don’t print at all that would be sensational, but 
you weigh the news just like you weigh the capabilities of a 
horse. A newspaper man weighs his stories that way. And if you

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regard all of that stuff and take it for what it’s worth. 


I think the trouble that Larry said there about newspape~s— 
that you print the story when it breaks about something bad 
about a person and then later on. when he’s cleared. the re- 
traction is smaller—I think you read it smaller, You're not as 
much interested. I think human nature is that way. that we are 
prone to delight in something that happens to someone else in 
the business, I think it’s just human nature. It’s a sadness of 
our human nature that we do take more delight in misfortunes 
of our fellow man than we do take in the fortunes of our fellow 
man. 


Is the practice of firing horses’ legs declining? Is firing 
in line with modern medical practices? 


DAVIDSON. I would say that it’s not declining to any 
degree. In my own personal contact with it, it isn’t, New 
methods of handling similar conditions for which we fire are 
constantly being tried, in some cases with some degree of 
success. and in others not. I think we all hope to find some 
easier method of handling certain leg conditions for which we 
fire, but at present there isn’t anything very concrete. I would 
say that the practice is still about on a par with years gone by. 


The second part of that question—is it medically sound ?— 
I suppose, properly done, it is. It accomplishes a purpose in 
a crude way, you might say, that we have no other way of 
accomplishing except through the passage of time, which we are 
reluctant to give the horse. His racing days are numbered. and 
he just doesn’t have the time. 


CASSIDY. Don’t you think that in some cases firing is done 
in the same manner that a man puts blinkers on a horse? He 
doesn’t know whether they ll do any good or not. but it’s worth 
a trial? 


DAVIDSON. That is definitely true. There is a reason 
back of that, Perhaps it worked for him before, and there jg 
always a feeling that perhaps he can prevent something that 
he believes is going to happen. That may or may not be true. 
In some cases I know it’s not true. I would personally rather 
have the condition treated than treat something imaginary, |t 
is overdone in some cases. 


CASSIDY. Mr. Forrest. have you had any experience with 
it? 

FORREST. Plenty. I would say that in 75 per cent of the 
cases you get results, What do you think? 


DAVIDSON. That’s about right. Yes. 


CASSIDY. I meant more about the decline or increase jn 
the number of horses that are fired. 


FORREST. I can only speak for myself now. On the track 
I see quite a few horses being shipped to the farm to be fired. 
I hear a lot of comment about it. A lot of people are opposed to 
it. In fact, one man started to take his horse away from me 
because I fired one, That ruined him, he said.

Dwight Murphy. chairman of the racing 
board. told the committee to pay special 
attention to 2-year-old races. Murphy sug- 
gested a rule which would provide that 
“no horse absent from the races for a 
specified time can be entered in a race 
without first satisfying the stewards that 
it meets the requirements of the board.”

They arrived at Crown 
Crest Farm in Lexington on Sunday, and 
early the next day the farm reported that 
all apparently were in good condition, al- 
though they had not yet been inspected by 
a veterinarian. Shortly thereafter the 9- 
year-old daughter of Nearco—*Majideh 
miscarried. 

Dr. D. L. Proctor, a Lexington veterin- 
arian who was attending the mares at the 
time of the mishap. said that tests he later 
made in co-operation with the animal- 
pathology laboratory of the University of 
Kentucky indicated a streptococcus infec- 
tion. Dr, Charles E, Hagyard, called in for 
consultation. confirmed the diagnosis and 
stated that the type of miscarriage suffered 
by *Masaka was due to an individual in- 
fection and was not contagious,

Uranium Downs, Colorado’s newest 
race plant. can claim some sort of a 
mark for being built in record-making 
time. Grand Junction’s %4-mile race 
track, named in honor of the “bomb” 
mineral found in quantity nearby, rose 
from a nearly empty 85-acre tract to a 
full-geared race track in the startling time 
of 12 days. Looking from all angles like 
a post-Pearl Harbor war project as build- 
ing crews worked round-the-clock sched- 
ules. Uranium Downs’ construction ran 
so close to deadline that carpenters were 
nailing on roofing a half-hour before post 
time. The undertaking was finished 10 
minutes before the bugle-boy tooted the 
first race. 

The new track’s 12-day season, Sep- 
tember 24 to October 9. had an unlucky 
break. meteorologically. The weather. 
Grand Junction natives had said. could 
be counted on to be dry and clear in early 
fall. But the natives were wrong. Hard- 
hitting downpours turned the first few 
days of Uranium’s opening week into a 
3-day feature for mudders. 

Though attendance suffered immeasur- 
ably. a thousand brave ones showed up 
for the opener and put $13.385 through 
the Australian-type tote. Later. when the 
clouds lifted and the usual western Color- 
ado sun sifted through the gloom. attend- 
ance picked up. But the average handle 
failed to follow suit to any great degree. 

This first quick try at racing at Grand 
Junction can’t be dubbed a failure. ac-

cording to Art Bazata. president of the 
Colorado Sports Racing Association. Ba- 
zata and Stanley G. Barnett, secretary- 
general manager, feel that this first quick 
try in virgin country will be followed by 
bigger and more profitable seasons. Ba- 


zata is enthusiastic about the future of 
racing in western Colorado. The poten- 
tial, he says, is unlimited in a country 
where scintillators, Geiger counters. and

uranium are subjects for street talk. 

There are about 100.000 people in the 
area served by Uranium Downs. A big 
percentage never have been to the races. 
Like all new horse players. the big dif- 
ficulty for these people was at the win- 
dows. Enthusiasm was at a high pitch. 
but potential bettors hung back for lack 
of know-how when it came to reading 
forms or placing a bet. 

At Uranium Downs all races on the 
card were quinellas. save the opener and 
that was part of a daily double. Confu- 
sion among bettors during the first several 
days of racing ran high. and more than a 
few players marched to one of the 20- 
odd mutuel windows saying. “I'd like a 
quinella please.” But it didn’t take long 
for fans to learn. 

This year’s meet at Uranium Downs 
did nothing more than satisfy the 
track’s obligation to the Colorado Rac- 
ing Commission. In its early stages. the 
Colorado Sports Racing Association, head- 
ed by Bazata. had conceived a less hur- 
ried approach to track building. Then 
discovery of Grand Junction’s available 
acreage. only 214 miles from the city. and 
subsequent granting of a license by the 
racing commission. put the project in 
high gear. 

Bleacher-style grandstands seating 3.500 
have a western look that blends nicely 
with the broad country. On top of the 
main grandstand flat-roofed appendages 
provide room for race officials, the an- 
nouncer. and the camera crew. A turf 
club seating 300 provides light meals, and 
Bazata and Barnett hope to be able to 
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serve drinks next season. So far the town 
fathers haven't got around to granting 
Uranium Downs a liquor license. Along 
with horse racing, spectators are provided 
the best in western scenery—famed Grand 
Mesa, a high, flat-top mountain. 

On the horseman’s side of the operation 
Uranium Downs sprouted a mushroom- 
like growth of barns providing space for 
300 horses. Eight barns with 20 stables 
each were built, and a 4-H Club shed was 
converted to a 65-stall addition. Manage- 
ment says its barns are “fire resistant.” 
In case of trouble there also is Grand 
Junction’s fire department. 

Horses came from Nebraska, Colorado, 
and most of the Southwestern states. Eight 
races on week days, 10 on Saturdays pro- 
vided evenly matched cards which varied

Uranium Downs’ barns are open and are said to 


between Quarter Horse dashes and 11 
mile races. Purses started at $250, plus 
41% per cent of the handle, and top handi- 
caps paid $500. 

Racing secretary Bill Murphy’s biggest 
difficulty was finding enugh Quarter 
Horse stock to satisfy western fans. Mur- 
phy came up with a “sworn-true” story 
that is now legend at Uranium Downs. 
Murphy, seriously short of quarter stock 
one morning, was especially receptive to 
an old hard-bitten tobacco chewer who 
asked about getting stall space for 2 dash 
horses in his truck. 

“Are they registered?” Murphy asked. 

“They certain most are.” was the 
answer. “Guess you need some Quarter 
Horses bad.” 

“We're needing all we can get.” Murphy

There followed thoughtful silence; then 
the horse owner asked, “Say, do you fel- 
lers take those Ur-eyne and salivy tests 
here?” 

“Yes we do.” Murphy said. “Matter of 
standard procedure.”

“Come to think about it, I guess I'll come 
back and see you next year.” 

Uranium Downs plans a change of 
schedule that will allow a summer date 
next year. Plans call for an early summer 
meeting for both Thoroughbred and 
Quarter Horses, then 40 days of dog rac- 
ing, followed by another horse meeting. 

It’s a different idea in racing, but Uran- 
ium Downs isn’t an ordinary racing 
project.

On The Pleasant Things in Life

recipient of the club’s annual award for contributions to American racing, 


After cock- 


tails, filet mignon, and a few words from president John A. Bell Ill, the guest of honor 
was presented with a scroll and pin indicative of honorary life membership in the 


Thoroughbred Club . 


“They asked me for a serious speech,” 
was being brought from John Bell’s height down to his. 


said Mr. Clark, while the microphone 
“I am far from being a 


serious man. 1 have only looked on the pleasant things in life, and I think I have 


had a great deal of pleasure in owning horses of all kinds.” 


Having struck the key- 


note, of his life as well as his speech, the guest of honor spoke mostly of his memories. 


The text of his address follows. 


Gentlemen, I greatly appreciate this 
honor that has been conferred on me by 
The Thoroughbred Club of America. 

Years ago I made a journey to your city 
to buy horses. We stopped at Kirklevington 
with our friend Elliot Cowden, drove out 
in a pair-horse surrey and were greeted by 
Tom McDowell’s smile. As it was 4 miles 
out of town, and the whisky had given out. 
I had our coachman drive out and bring 
more whisky. The whisky in those days 
was good; the toddies and the juleps 
were even better. I saw at once I was with 
the right people. We were lodged at the 
Lexington Club at the Phoenix Hotel, and 


we met Woody Clay, Sanford Lyne. Tom 
Hayes. and a number of horse breeders 
that I cannot recall. 

This was about the time that Governor 
Hughes passed a bill against betting in 
New York State and for a couple of years 
killed horse racing there. Horses were sell- 
ing for nothing, and my friend F. S. von 
Stade and myself bought many nice young 
horses which we later took to England to 
go fox hunting. Some won races at point- 
to-point and hunt meetings, We visited 
some stud farms where we had the pleasure 
of meeting Major Daingerfield and saw 
Hippodrome and Commando. What a love- 


ly country it was that surrounded the small 
city of Lexington, with its little race track 
almost in town. Now Lexington doesn’t 
resemble the town I used to know, when 
there were horses and no motor cars jn 
the streets. 

My experiences on the Turf date back 
for many years. and I have seen great 
changes here and over there. I started rac. 
ing at Morris Park in October. 1901, with

I increased my jumping 
stable the next year. I was hard up for a 
trainer, but managed to find one, whose 
name I shall not mention, who in his turn 
procured a jockey from the New York 
Horse Exchange. After we had schooled 
The Abbe, the 3 of us stood talking in the 
old chute at Morris Park, and after they 
had discussed the Whitneys, the Wideners, 
the Hitchcocks and all the prominent 
people on the Turf, I came to the con- 
clusion that there were only 3 honest ones, 
and they were all talking to one another. 

Well, it has been a long time I have 
been on the Turf and with all my interests 
in horses, I have had a lot of fun, which 
has amply repaid me. I can remember the 
old days at Morris Park—what a charming 
place when we drove there in a coach or 
behind something slap-in-the-gig, a lovely 
club house where you could spend the 
night and meet plenty of people interested 
in racing.

riding a green “chaser when Harry Page 
could not do the weight. After mounting 
and having a word with John Drew. the 
celebrated actor, my friend Harry rushed 
out with a bottle of brandy. saying. “A 
spur in the head is worth 2 on the heel.” 
I fell at the last fence—and had no spurs 
on. 


I was brought up in my _ race-riding 
career by the words of the wise. spoken by 
Harry Page and Billy Hays. who thought 
nothing of a fall as long as they got to the 
far side of a fence. 


We used to have many hunt meetings on 
Long Island. which were most enjoyable 
affairs and supported by the residents who 
liked to see their friends. or some member 
of their family, in the saddle. 


My first introduction to major racing 
in this country was when Imp won the 
Suburban at the Coney Island Jockey 
Club. Bannockburn was second and Ban- 
astar third. (Banastar was left at the post 
and finished last of 13. Warrenton was 
third.—Ed.) Frank Clark wielded the flag. 
and took three-quarters of an hour to 
get his field away. The owner of Banastar 
kicked up a row. having bet heavily, and 
reported Danny Maher to the stewards. 
They exonerated Danny Maher. as they 
saw Banastar was a sore horse who refused 
to break and got off badly. They were wise 
stewards in those days. 


At Coney Island, Morris Park. and 
Saratoga there were races for amateurs. 
both on the flat and over fences, which 
many of us tried to join. Just imagine the 
public of today being invited to bet on a 
lot of amateurs, and imagine their reaction. 
Times have changed greatly, due to the 
mutuel betting and the large amounts paid. 
and every owner nowadays is trying to 
win as many as he can to meet the 
expenses of running horses, 


I do not wish to enter into any con- 
troversial discussions in regard to the 
way racing is conducted. I feel that the 
public is given all the knowledge of the 
horse’s form that it is possible to find out. 
On the other hand. the owners who pay 
the bills. on account of taxes. etc.. too 
often curtail their stables and breeding 
operations to a greater extent than they 
would wish. The big purses the public 
reads about do not compensate for the 
great expense owners are under. and why 
do the big establishments keep on? You. 
yourselves. know the answer—the love of 
the sport. 


I am told that in England the same 
conditions exist and that their taxes are 
even greater than ours. 


The first big race I saw in Newmarket 
was when Hackler’s Pride won the Cam- 
bridgeshire in 1903. I was struck by the 
uncomfortable conditions in the public 
stands, which I could not help contrasting 
with ours. However. much has been done

there since then. and they are. although 
by no means perfect. greatly improved. 

I have seen much racing of sorts in 
the British Isles—point-to-point. hunt 
racing. steeplechasing. and flat-race meet- 
ings. The English turn out in good 
numbers for all kinds of meetings and 
love to bet their shilling or 2 on their 
fancy. One has to be a hardy man to 
attend the winter’s jumping. 

As far as racing in this country is con- 
cerned. I have no constructive suggestions 
to offer. I know only the conditions in my 
own state, and the conditions in others I 
only know by hearsay. Each of the states 
which race has its own governing body 
and it has been created by a legislative act. 
and it is impossible for them to yield any 
of their power to some outside organiza- 
tion. However. even with this handicap. 
by getting together in the NASRC,. pro- 
gress is being made in establishing rules 
and regulations for the country as a whole. 
I simply wish more could be accomolished. 
as I think it is a disadvantage to have so 
many rules and regulations throughout 
the country. 

I think our breed of Thoroughbred 
horses is superior to any on earth. Improve- 
ment is nothing short of marvelous. Our 
deceased friend. Mr, William Woodward. 
who did so much for the breeders in this 
country. showed the English we could 
breed winners of their classics. and in do- 
ing so did much to have the Jersey Act 
repealed. All of us should bow to his 
memory, 

This season IT had a wonderful thrill 
when my brother Robert Sterling Clark 
bred the winner of the Derby and St. 
Leger. Never Say Die. How he did smash 
the best 3-vear-olds in the Leger. winning 
by 10 lengths. This speaks something for 
breeding in the U. S. A. We have the best 
blood. the best stallions. in this country 


and you. gentlemen. must go ahead with 
the pattern. 

My compliments to all of you interested 
in the Thoroughbred horse and for what 
you have done to improve the speed and 
the stamina of the breed. Gentleman, with 
all my best wishes. I thank you.

Each of 
them won his next subsequent start, in 3 
different countries. 

Ten days after the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe By Thunder! (Nearco—Ver- 
tencia, by Deiri) met 4 older horses in the 
134-mile Lowther Stakes at Newmarket. He 
took the lead 3 furlongs from the post 
and won comfortably by 4 lengths from 
the 4-year-old Blueskin (Blue Peter—

runners, 

Clochard (Deux pour Cent—Clorinthe.

NEW POLICY. The news that the Aga 
Khan is breaking up his English stable

From time to time the Aga 
Khan has expressed his views as to the 
economic unsoundness of English racing. 
He has pointed out that expenses are out 
of proportion to returns, compared with 
other countries, and though he is a rich 
man, he is also a business man, running his 
racing on business lines, an aspect which 
few owners, if any, can afford to dis- 
regard.” 

This subject deserves some extension of 
comment, and will be dealt with when the 
racing season is over.

New Zealand horses took first and second places 
in the Metropolitan, second leg of the A. J. C. 
spring double. Commodore lasted just long enough 
to beat Master Proven. 

Commodore’s success was the result of a long- 
range plan by his owner-trainer, who went to New 
Zealand to find a horse capable of beating what 
he considered the weak opposition among Austra- 
lian stayers. Bernard followed the horse to 5 
successive meetings before he was able to induce 
the former owner to part with him. It has been 
reported that the horse cost him less than £2,000. 

After Commodore arrived in Australia he developed 
a blood condition which almost caused his death. 
He was given 12 million units of penicillin. 

The wining jockey, Cassidy, has been riding 
Advocate in many races, but after Gendarme’s with- 
drawal the owner had an opportunity to engage 
Neville Sellwood, Sydney’s crack rider, and the 
switch was made. Cassidy had the satisfaction of 


scoring his greatest victory, while Advocate coulj 
only finish third. 

Commodore’s victory got him a 6-pound penalty 
in the Melbourne Cup, to be run November 2 at 
Flemington, taking his weight to 111 pounds, 
Advocate was to run October 16, in the Caulfield 
Cup, in which the all-conquering New Zealander 
Rising Fast was a warm favorite.

The New Zealand champion Rising Fast, bought 
for 350 guineas as a yearling, recorded his ex- 
pected triumph in the Caulfield Cup. He was 
never farther back than third place in the big 
field, and dashed to the front about 3 furlongs 
from home. 

In the race immediately before the Cup there 
was an accident in which W. Williamson, Victoria's 
leading rider, and Neville Sellwood, the Sydney 
star, were caught among failing horses and 
suffered such injuries that they were unable to 
ride in the big race. Williamson was to have ridden 
Rising Fast, which started a warm favorite, and 
Sellwood was booked to ride Advocate. Arthur Ward 
was given the mount on Rising Fast, and he rode 
a copybook race. 

The winner had been heavily backed all over 
Australia for many weeks past, and this time the 
legendary little fellow who looks after the book- 
makers failed to arrive. Now the ringmen are 
weeping over the prospect that Rising Fast may go 
on to a victory in the Melbourne Cup on November 
2: the horse is reported to have been backed for the 
Caulfield-Melbourne double for more than a quar- 
ter-million pounds. His victory in the Caulfield Cup, 
however, entailed the maximum 10-pound penalty 
for the big 2-miler, and he will have to carry 131 
pounds, 3 more than weight for age. *Phar Lap, 
at 4, won the Cup with 138 pounds, 15 over the 
scale. 

With Rising Fast now a strong favorite for the 
Melbourne Cup, 2 other New Zealand horses are 
joint second choices, Master Proven and the mare 
Surprise Ending. The Enzedders visiting Australia 
this spring have been, in the main, superior to the 
Australian talent.

Breeders Could Help 


(From Humphrey S. Finney, president and 
general manager, Fasig-Tipton Company, 
New York.) 

This letter is written in the hope of 
enlisting your aid in stirring up the in- 
terest of our American breeders in their 
support of The Jockey Club’s attempt to 
develop a proper picture of the fertility 
percentage of American sires. 


As I have nothing to do but relax and 
read, I have spent a good deal of time 
cogitating on the statistics regarding 
stallion fertility, published by The Jockey 
Club on page 380 of the October Racing 
Calendar. 1 could not understand just how 
the fertility percentage was figured, so 
called the Registrar, Mrs. Brennan, for 
further explanation, 

I learned from our discussion that the 
percentage of fertility credited to a stallion 
in the Calendar is based solely on the 
known results of the previous year’s covers, 
with no cognizance being taken of the 
mares in whose case no report has been 
received by the Registrar. It is admitted 
by The Jockey Club that this is perhaps 
an unsatisfactory method of arriving at 
an estimate of a stallion’s fertility, but it 
is submitted by the Registrar that it is the 


only feasible way of working out any sort 
of figures, inasmuch as breeders and stal- 
lion owners generally show considerable 
lack of interest and are casual in report- 
ing the results of matings. 

One notes such anomalous situations as 
the following: Air Rate in 1951 covered 
19 mares, applications for registration of 8 
foals of 1952 were received, with 11 mares 
unreported. Despite this the percentage 
figure shows Air Rate as being 100 per 
cent fertile inasmuch as none of his mares 
were known to have been barren, produced 
dead foals, or to have slipped. 

Baron Jack, one notes, covered 37 mares, 
application was made to register 15 foals, 
2 mares either had dead foals or slipped, 
3 were barren, but even though 17 mares 
were unreported this horse is credited with 
no less than 85 per cent fertility rating. 

As the operator of a business wherein 
up to date, accurate statistics are essential 
to catalogue compilation, I am interested 
in bringing this matter to the attention of 
stallion owners and breeders throughout 
the country. Admittedly, the tabulation 
carried in the Racing Calendar this year 
is the greatest step yet taken along these 
lines in this country. It is, nevertheless, 
based on now 2-year-olds and is published 
over 3 years after the end of the breeding 
season with which it deals. One learns 
from Mrs. Brennan that a tabulation of the 
foals of °53 could be made, except that 
the “no report” column would look even 


worse than does that of the ‘52 foals, which 
is understandable. 

The thought occurs, on considering the 
listing, that in many cases the information, 
so far unavailable to The Jockey Club, 
must be in the hands of the stallion owners 
who, for their own information, have 
followed up the results of their matings, 

It is inconceivable that there could be 
3 mares bred to *Heliopolis and 3 to 
*Nasrullah, the results of which matings 
are unknown to the syndicate manage. 
ments. Stallion owners and managers would 
surely be glad to report such information 
to the Registrar annually, 

If you think this matter has sufficient 
importance to bring before the American 
Thoroughbred world, I hope that you will 
use your valuable facilities to further the 
proposition. In spite of the overload of 
work under which it is struggling, The 
Jockey Club is doing what it can to help 
us. Let us then reciprocate as far as we 
can.
